USDA  CONSUMER  SERVICES  STRENGTHENED  THE  PROBLEM  OF  ADDED  WATER  IN  MILK 


Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman 
announced  February  8,  1965,  "a  significant  re- 
organization of  the  consumer,  marketing,  regu- 
latory and  food  distribution  services  within  one 
Department  agency." 

Under  the  reorganization,  a new  agency,  the 
Consumer  and  Marketing  Service,  is  created. 
It  will  perform  the  present  functions  of  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Service  plus  the  functions 
administered  by  the  Meat  Inspection  Division  of 
Agricultural  Research  Service  and  the  warehouse 
examination  functions  of  Agricultural  Stabiliza- 
tion and  Conservation  Service. 

The  new  Consumer  and  Marketing  Service 
will  be  designed  to  give  stronger  emphasis  to 
consumer  services  within  the  department. 


Among  the  many  milk  quality  problems  en- 
countered, in  the  course  of  quality  control 
work,  is  that  of  added  water  in  milk.  Normal- 
ly, market  milk  contains  about  87.  25%  water. 
This  is  water  which  is  added  by  the  cow  her- 
self dialing  the  process  of  milk  secretion,  and 
thus,  is  considered  to  be  a natural  constituent 
of  milk.  However,  any  water  which  finds  its 
way  into  milk,  other  than  that  which  the  cow 
adds  natiorally,  is  considered  by  law,  in  all 
states,  to  be  an  illegal  addition,  and  the  milk 
is  considered  to  be  adulterated. 

Advances  in  the  field  of  laboratory  instru- 
mentation have  led  to  the  development  of 
freezing  point  instruments  which  have  an  accura- 
cy of  0. 001°C,  and  which  will  permit  the 
freezing  point  analysis  of  a sample  of  (to  page  8)

The  Clerk  of  the  United  States  District  Coiut 
at  Boston  released  $4,211.61  on  December  30, 
1964,  to  the  Market  Administrator  for  the  Massa- 
chusetts-Rhode  Island  Federal  milk  order.  The 
Market  Administrator  was  directed  to  distribute 
the  money  to  the  96  Bay  State  Ice  Cream  Com- 
pany milk  producers  from  whom  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  ruled  it  had  been  deducted  im- 
properly. This  money  was  being  held  "in  es- 
crow" by  the  Court  pending  a final  decision  in 
the  case. 

The  main  question  in  the  Bay  State  contro- 
versy was  whether  a handler  may  pay  less  than 
the  announced  blended  price  when  all  of  his 
producers  authorize  him  to  make  a deduction 
from  that  price.  The  stated  purpose  of  the  dis- 
puted Bay  State  deduction  was  to  assure  the 
continued  operation  of  a local  plant  to  which 
the  producers  were  delivering  their  milk. 

After  an  administrative  hearing  requested  by 
Bay  State  on  this  question  the  Judicial  Officer 
of  the  U.S,  Department  of  Agriculture  ruled  on 
September  29,  1964,  that  the  20-cent-a-hundred- 
weight  deductions  made  by  this  handler  from  its 
producers  in  March,  April,  and  May  1962  were 
not  properly  chargeable  to  producers  even  though 
the  producers  had  authorized  such  deductions. 

This  ruling  was  not  appealed  by  Bay  State  to 
the  Federal  District  Court  and  therefore  it  be- 
came the  final  decision  in  the  case.  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  Court's  instructions  the  Market 
Administrator  distributed  the  money  by  drawing 
checks  to  the  individual  producers  and  mailing 
them  to  the  producers  with  an  explanatory  letter.

milk  within  a matter  of  minutes.  Because  of 
these  instruments,  it  is  possible  for  milk  dealers 
and  control  agencies  to  make  routine  periodic 
freezing  point  determinations  on  milk.  By  these 
measures  it  is  possible  to  control  the  amount  of 
added  water  in  milk  by  taking  corrective  steps 
wherever  necessary. 

It  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  cryoscopic 
method  does  not  detect  the  difference  between 
unintentional  and  intentional  water  addition  to 
milk.  It  only  detects  added  water  no  matter  the 
method  by  which  it  gets  there.  In  addition,  the 
law  makes  only  the  distinction  that  added  water 
should  not  be  in  milk.
